nev er properly plu gged when aban­ 
doned the gas escaped and came ov ­ 
er into the wu ter well.

the water tasted of gas and had a 
bad odor that it was decided to do 
away with the well. 


The electric pu mp at the Tomp­ 
k ins well will be mov ed to a well in 
the rear of the Hiner liv ery stable 
in First street.

head. His appearance was mo re like 
that o f an o ld time co achman than o f 
a famo us Ro y al Academician, fo r he 
was sho rt and sto ut with a red and 
blo tchy faca 
Dr. Jo hnso n’s slo v enliness has al­ 
mo st passed into a pro v erb. There are 
many co ntempo rary acco unts o f his 
turning o ut o f his ho use In Bo lt co urt 
with his wig back to fro nt and his 
sto cking s do wn. When Bo swell v isited 
him at 1 Inner Temple lane he reco rds: 
“ His bro wn suit o f clo thes lo o ked v ery 
rusty ; he had o n a little, o ld shriv eled, 
unpo wdered wig , which was to o small 
fo r his head; his shirt neck and the 
knees o f his breeches were lo o se, his 
black wo rsted sto cking s ill drawn up, 
and by way o f slippers he had o n a 
pair o f unbuckled sho es.” When it Is 
added that this g reat man was co n­ 
stantly twitching , g runting , shaking 
his bead, puffing his cheeks and blink­ 
ing his ey es, it must be admitted that 
his appearance was no t o nly unco uth 
but g ro tesque. 
Tho mas Carly le, co ming o f a peasant 
race, nev er co nfo rmed to so ciety g arb. 
He was alway s the inspired peasant 
He wo uld so metimes g o o ut In his 
o ld dressing g o wn, o v er which be but­ 
to ned a big co at, g ray with ag a When 
he was left alo ne in the ho use he de­ 
lig hted In swilling his flag sto nes with 
palls o f water, and many a distin­ 
g uished friend fo und him thus en­ 
g ag ed with a kind o f smo ck o n and 
his bushy hair all to usled.

abo ut all the summer amo ng the hig h­ 
est aristo cracy In a frieze jacket which 
was part o f an o ld dressing g o wn. All 
the cabmen and bus driv ers Chelsea 
way knew him. 
One said, “ He may 
wear a queer ’a t but what wo uld y er 
g iv e fo r the ’eadpiece inside o f It? ” 
It wo uld no t be seemly to describe 
Tenny so n as slo v enly In any real 
sense. 
He was a sing ularly no ble 
lo o king man, but he did no t care a Jo t 
what he wo re. His o ld slo uch hat bad 
seen unnumbered y ears and flapped 
abo ut at all ang les, and the Inv erness 
cape which he Inv ariably wo re was 
abo ut as o ld as his hat 
Peo ple who 
met him witho ut kno wing his Immense 
distinctio n wo uld hav e reg arded him 
as a rather quaint character, and a 
tailo r’s cutter wo uld no t hav e assessed 
him at half a do llar, all to ld. 
This Is a descriptio n o f the dally ap­ 
pearance o f Edward Fitzg erald, the 
immo rtal translato r o f “ The Rubaiy at” 
o f Omar Khay y am: “ Strag g ling g ray 
hair and slo v enly in dress, wearing an 
ancient battered, black banded, shiny 
edg ed tall hat ro und which be wo uld 
in wintry weather tie a handkerchief 
to keep It in place; his clo thes o f 
bag g y blue clo th, as tho ug h he were a 
seafarer; his tro users sho rt and his 
sho es lo w, ex hibiting a leng th o f white 
o r g ray sto cking s. 
With an unstarch­ 
ed shirt fro nt hig h, crumpled, standup 
co llar, a big black silk tie In a careless 
bo w; in co ld weather trailing a g reen 
and black and g ray plaid shawl, In ho t 
weather ev en walking barefo o t with 
bis bo o ts slung to a stick." 
Surely 
“ Old Fitz.” as Tenny so n called him, 
to o k the cake fo r slo v enliness o f 
all 
the immo rtals!—Pearso n’s Weekly .
